Melendez was secre­ 
tary of the legation under Leiva. 
It was Leiva who gained some n a ­

Melendez, in his letter to Secre­ 
tary Stimson, indignantly set forth 
th a t he ordered the six cases of 
whisky in June, while still recognized 
as legation secretary, and paid for 
them in advance.
